_ - Russia and Britain have 
notified tthe United States that 
they desire, to defer the fihal 
disposition of Japunese man- 
lated islands'in the Pacific until 
the Japanese treaty is 
negotiated. 

» In separnte statements, Moscow 
and London Informed ‘the State De- 
partment that they objected to the 
United States plan of placing the 
islands under strategic trusteeship 
with the United States os the scle 
trustee under the United Nations. 

The United States—which made 
the plans public Jast autumn during 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly meeting. in New York—had 
planned 40 present its proposal 
formally to the Security Council 
which-has Jurisdictlon over strategic 
trusteeships. * 

In nddition to. the British and 
Russlan objections t> any pre-treaty 
settlement of the mandated island 
uestion, Australin has proposed 
that the problem be deferred until 
ihe Japanese peace conference. 
None of the countrics secking 
postponement raised any objections 
to the specific plan submitted by the 
United States to continue occupation 
of the Islands pending final disposi- 
tlon.-United_ Press,

EVACUATION CONTINUES 


Cairo, Feb. 6, 
British evacuees, mostl women 
and children, ‘continued ‘fo arrive 
from Palestine on Thursday. About 
1,000 are now quartered in a desert 
camp on the outskirts of Cuairo’s 
fashionablo suburb of Mandi. . 


Camps officers said that the 
youngest evacuces were 4 theee 
weeks old baby, and six weeks old 
(wins. : S. 

Women voluntary workers’ helped 
troops in setting the evacuees Inta 
the camp which was formerly used by 
New Zealand forces while German 
prisoners of war delivered luggage 
to cach hut. ; 

For the moment evacuces are ccn- 
fined to camp but officiats said they 
were now working out a system of 
identification cards acceptable to the 
Egyptain Government! which would 
-permit-them -to-visit Mandi, Cairo and 
the vicinity. The camp olficials sald 
they did not know how Iong = the 
evacuees would remain, 

One mother of three children 
showed correspondents her quarters 
—p large room containing four single 
beds, a-table and chairs. She and 
other evacuees cat In messes which 
have been set up. 

The evacuecs have quickly — ad- 
justed themselves. Children's laun- 
dry fluttered from a string of lines 
in front of most huts, . 

Smollt children appeared to regard 
the area ng just one huge sand casile 
and, a8 one officer put it, most of 
them have taken the evacuation os a 
big adventure.

ALLOCATION 
OF COAL - 


To Be Debated 
By Commons 


7 London, Feb. 6. 

A piquant situation’ arose in the 
House of Commons to-day when the 
Labour Minister Mr Ellis Smith, 
supported by Mr Winston Churchill 
and Mr Anthony Eden, forced the 
Government, amid Opposition cheers 
to give time for ua debate to-morrow 
on the recent. allocation’ of coal to 
industry, whlch he said had resulted 
In the closing of works ond factorics, 
short time and unemployment. 


The Minister responsible - for the 
allocation of coal to Industry is Sir 
Stafford Cripps, President of the 
Board of Trade, under whom Mr 
Eis Smith served os Parliamentary 
seeretary until he resigned on differ 
ences of Opinion in January 1946. 


“At question time Mr Ellis Smith 
asked why plans had not been made 
to meet ‘the situation. Why was 
Industry..not-.consulted..or..informed. 
and why were plans announced be- 
fore details had been worked out. 


He asked his successor, Mr J. W. 
Belcher, who was replying for Sir 
Stafford Cripps, whcther he was 
awore that ao brenkdown in ad- 
minstration and organisation had 
caused great consternation in ine 
dustrial centres. .He demanded an 
assurance that steps would be taken 
immediately to deal with this sjtua- 
tion and prevent Its recurrence. 


YIELDS TO PRESSURE 


Dissatisfied with Mr Belcher's re- 
plics’ which included a denial that 
there was_n breakdown In organisa- 
tion, Mr Smith said he would raise 
the matter again and move an.nad- 
journment of the House to discuss “a 
deflnite matter of urgent public im- 
portance." 


If successful this would have meant 
brenking into to-day's Parllamentary 
business with an.immediate debate 
on the coal situation. The Speaker, 
however, decided against this. At 
this point Mr Smith was supported 
y Mr Churchill, Mr Eden and others 
in pressure for a debate to-morrow 
und eventually Mr Arthur Green- 
wood, the acting Leader of the 
House, ogrecd. He sald the Govern- 
ment had desire to shirk a debate 
and would meet the challenge from 
whichever side it came on the broad 
coal Issue. : 


‘He Insisted, however, that to- 
morrow’s ordinary business should be 
dealt with- first. . , : 


Mr Greenwood gave on assurance 
that he would do his best-to have 
all responsible ministers present for 
the debate. gee . ‘

London, Feb, 6. 

Opening the debate on the 
world food situation, Mr J, UH. 
“Wilson, ParHamentary Seorctary 
to the Ministry of Works, to-day 
raldthe report of the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation Pre- 
paratory Commission represented 
a new deal for tho. world’s 
farmers and food consumers. 


. “This report aims at ensuring that 
shortage of food for the ordinary 
‘people of the world comes to an end 
‘ag production increases,” Mr Wilson 
said. : 

He-compared the report with Bri- 
tain'’s Agriculture Bil, which fs now 
_ in the Committee after {te second 
' reading, 


“To-day we are debating a report 
designed to provide.an international 
background agninst- which our na- 
tional policy and that of other coun- 
| tries would be set,” he said. 


Mr Wilson declared thut one of the 
most important steps to be taken was 
to assist farmers so thelr increased 
output would not result in a collapse 
of food prices as it did before the 
war. He said food producers feared 
food surpluses. 


“The British Government has no 
intention of going into ugreements 
on the basis of cxccisive prices from 
the beginning of the agreement and 
certainly has no intention of maln- 
taining indefinitely prices on the 
world markets to-day." 


According to Mr Wilson, the report 
represented the unanimous agreement 
of nations and was o real hope “that 
we shall go forward to something 
very different from. what we know 
hefore the war”. 


+ BRITAIN’S CONSUMPTION 


The Minister of Food, Sir .John 
Strachey, told the House that Britons 
were consuming only seven per cent 

-| less food per-capita. than_before. the. 
war, 


In winding up the debate on the 
world food situation, Mr Strachey 
conceded, however, that there was 
“Immense redistribution" withln the 
slight decrease in consumption. 


| He said the food price Index had 
risen 22 per cent over the pre-war 
figure, compared with 300 per cent 
after world War I when there were 
not the present strict’ Government 
Price.controls and subsidies. > 
-Sir John warned against driving 
too .hard n bargain for wheat with 
exporting countries, on the grounds 
‘that such action would drive farmers 
out of business or force them to 
burn their supplies rather than sub- 
mit to ruinous .prices. 2 
Mr A. E. Baldwin (Conservative) 
attacked Government's anti-inflation 
food subsidies programme, 
.“The way to face this situation Is 
to encourage the home producer fn 
this country," he sald, “so that in 
the next two or three years the out- 
put of farm produce can be raised 
to a very large extent. I do not 
think the Americuns will want to 
give us another loan. when they 
now what we are doing with this 
one. We are borrowing moncy from 
them, buying: food with it, bringing 
it here and selling ft at less ‘than It 
costs on the other ‘side.”"—United 
Press.

General Cadorna, son of Italy's 
World War I. military conmmander, 
and Commnander-in-Chief of the 
Itallan patriots during the German 
occupation of northern Ialy, is only 
52 years old—a very carly oge at 
which to retire from active duty. 

An Italian ex-patriot who came in 
contact . with General Cadorna 
frequently during the: underground 
struggle agalnst the German aggres- 
sors in Northern Italy, said that the 
Itallan Chief of Staff would Uke to 
retire more because he feels his ser- 
viees are no longer desired. by the 
Italian Republic than because of any 
feeling that he {is too old or -untit 
physically for military service. 


General Humillated , 


This patriot, who was awarded the 
Bronze Star by General Mark Clark, 
deolared that General Cadorna’s in- 
tention to retire from the Italian 
Army came about largely as a result 
of. the allegedly humiliating treat- 
ment he received during the partisan 
congress recently held at Florence. 

He declared that with the exccep- 
tion of the representatives of the 
autonomous patriot formations in 
Northern Italy, General Cadorna was 
roundly booed by Leftist politically- 
sponsored groups when he got up to 
speak, 

He also said that General 
Cndorna keenly felt the ‘cffronter; 
when, as commanding oMfcer of all 
the patriot formations in Northern 
Italy during the German. occupa- 
tion, he was not even offered a place 
on the speakers’ platform. He' sat 
in the audience on one of the wooden 
benches throughout the whole 
congress.
